In some few instances also the reader will grow weary of exces- 
sive detail. The author's abundant knowledge has led him at 
times to introduce material which might well be relegated to the 
footnotes or omitted entirely. The general principle is some- 
times lost sight of in the mass of details. This is true of the treat- 
ment of the executive departments, the qualifications for the 
franchise, and local government. 

The style is vigorous and lucid and the whole book, judged from 
the standpoint of political ethics, is wholesome.

Constitution of Michigan Annotated for the Use of the Consti- 
tutional Convention. By The Legislative Reference 
Department of Michigan. (Lansing, Mich.: State Printer, 
1907. 25 parts.) 

The Legislative Department of the Michigan State Library 
issued for the convenience of the recent constitutional convention 
held in that state, an annotated edition of the Constitution of 
Michigan which is one of the best and most comprehensive pieces 
of work of its kind thus far issued by any similar institution. Each 
article is taken up in turn, and in a preliminary pamphlet is anno- 
tated in the usual way. Then it is treated in separate parts or 
pamphlets, with similar provisions in other state constitutions and 
statutes quoted in full. Taking the title Municipal Corporations 
as an illustration we find in a pamphlet of 119 pages, all the con- 
stitutional provisions of the several states relating to counties, 
townships, cities and villages. The subject is treated under the 
following heads: I. Counties and Townships, a. County organi- 
zation (3 pages) ; b. County officers, elections and terms (14 
pages); c. Size of counties (7 pages); d. Alteration and division 
of counties (4 pages) ; e. City and county government (5 pages) ; 
f. Qualifications and eligibility of county officers (2 pages); g. 
Compensation of county officers (2 pages); h. Miscellaneous (11 
pages); i. County finance and taxation (6 pages); j. Claims 
against counties; k. Township officers (1 page); 1. Organization 
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(3 pages). 77. Cities and Villages, a. Incorporation and re- 
strictions (1 page); b. Organization and classification under gen- 
eral laws (8 pages); c. No incorporation without consent; d. 
May frame their own charters. (8 pages) ; e. Election of officers 
(3 pages). III. General Municipal Regulations, a. Officers (5 
pages); b. Taxation (8 pages); c. Especial assessments for local 
improvements (1 page); d. Indebtedness (21 pages); e. Func- 
tions not to be delegated; f. Local police functions; g. Consent 
to use of streets (3 pages); h. Granting of franchises (6 pages). 

This outline is given to show how fully and completely the work 
has been done. Students of public affairs and especially of con- 
stitutional developments will find this edition invaluable in their 
work.

The Awakening of China. By W. A. P. Martin. (New York: 
Doubleday, Page and Company, 1907. Pp.328. $3.80 net). 

This is the title of a large and finely illustrated volume by 
Dr. W. A. P. Martin, a veteran in the field of western educa- 
tion in China. The author, having spent over fifty years in 
the East, and having acted successively as a Christian mission- 
ary, as interpreter for two American embassies, as head of the 
Diplomatic College of Peking for twenty-five years, as president 
of the Imperial University, as president of the University of 
Hupeh and Hunan; having lived at Peking for forty years, at 
Ningpo for ten years, at Wuchang for three, at Shanghai for one, 
besides having visited ten of the eighteen provinces, and being 
invested with many titles and dignities, speaks as a high authority; 
so that this work must be considered not only as a popular account 
of Chinese history and present conditions, which it purports to be, 
but as an original document of historical value. 

The work is divided into three parts and three appendices. 
Part one presents a geographical review of the Empire. It does 
not aim at thoroughness or scientific precision but is enlivened 
with biographical incidents and observations upon political and 
social conditions. But little geographical or economic informa- 
tion is included.
